O. P. Weyland, Far East air 
orces commander, said he was a 
S'orth Korean.

"It in believed ht knew of the 


reward," Hall said. 


Hall said the Red pilot is about 


25 yearn old and an officer. 


To Go Over It. 


Asked what the air force planned 


to do with the MIG Hall explained: 


"I do not know if we will fly the 


MIG but we will get the most out 
of it. We definitely will go over it 
from all angles in a thorough ex- 
amination." 


Hall s*id Jh» plane may be taken 


to the United States for testing but 
indicated 'this had not been de- 
cided. 


The MJG i* not t« first to fall 


into Western hands—two others 
were landed in Denmark by bolting 
Polish pilots—but it is the first 
ever taken in Korea and the first 
the West can keep for a thorough 
esting. 
The two MIGs flown to Denmark 


were damaged in landing. They 
also had to be given back to Po- 
and.

asylum in the United States.

..1. Sen, McCarthy (R-Wis) pub- 


licly acknowledged for the first 
time that his senate investigations 
subcommittee had received a re- 
port that * mysterious fijjure. in 
hiding in a non-Communist coun- 
try, claims to be Beria. He said 
"I am not convinced" and declined 
to say what his subcommittee is 
doing in the matter. 


'2. A senate source Raid a »ub- 


committe agent who would know 
whether the man is in fact Beria 
has gone.to contact him and should 
make a report in a couple of days. 


- McCarthy Statement 


McCarthy told a. reporter 
ht 


would tell him this much on th. 
record: 


"I know a' man who claims to b. 


Beria. and who resembles Beria 
has shown up outside Russia and 
is In hiding In a non-Communist 
counti-y.

A person familiar with the sen-

Russia, and is hiding, in terror-of 
hj* lifei in a neutral European 
country. 


Other government sources, also 


asking not to be quoted by name, 
were skeptical, saying the .chances 
of Beria's having escaped from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain were,"one in 
a million." 


Report Soon 


The senate source said-today "* 


new man has gone over who will 
know him If it is Beria." and that 
a report from this person can b« 
expected within a few days. 


This source predicted that the 


State department would issue a 
statement about the who!* matter 
shortly. But a department spokes- 
man said he did not know any- 
thing about the Beria case. 


The senate source said the man 


representing himself as Beria said 
he had escaped with three aides 
in an airplane and that, if given 
refuge in the United States, will 
talk only with McCarthy or Vice 
President Nixon. The source said 
McCarthy's agents have been in 
touch with him about a month. 


The source added that, unless 


the story prove* to be a hoax, 
there is a good chance the man 
will be brought to this country.

Amoss. head of the International 
Services of Information, a private 
espionage outfit, said he had been 
contacted in Europe this summer 
by persons who said Beria had 
escaped from Russia.

ST. LOUIS-tf)-The AFL opened 


its annual convention today with 
leaders determined to kick the 
60,000-member International Long- 
shoremen's Association out of the 
federation. 


In convention delegates go along 


with the officers' proposal to oust 
the ILA, accused of harboring 
hoodlums and racketeers along the 
New York and New Jersey piers. 
a rival longshoremen's union will 
be suggesie'd. 


AFL President George Meany 


announced that the powerful AFL 
Executive Council had decided to 
recorr.rnend that the convention 
void the IDA's chatter. Previous- 
ly the council favored only sus- 
pending the ILA. but Meany said 
the ILA's failure to conduct a 
clean-up called for a stronger pen- 
alty. 


"\\'c had hoped." said Meany, 


"that our recommending suspen- 
sion would spur the ILA into com- 
plying with our ortiers of last Feb- 
ruary to rid the union of racket- 
eers and questionable practices. 


"However, we've seen no ac- 


tion to indicate they aie going to 
clean up the situation themselves. 
So we're stepping in." 


Dave Beck, head of the AFL 


Teamsteis Union and an AFL vice 
picsulem. told reporters that ex- 
pelling the ILA will "give long-- 
shoremen a chance to have a de- 
cent union and clean up a duty, 
lousy mess " 


Meany said about two-thirds of 


the ILA's membeiship is located 
outside the New York-New Jersey, 
aiea and probably will join the 
new AFL dock union once it is 
established.

Jackson." a veteran of World War Jl strategic intelligence 
work and brought in C. D. Jackson, magazine publisher and 
experienced wartime propagandist.

These moves were hailed by men who felt the United 


States had been too long at a disadvantage in the war for 
men's minds. At the same time, coupled with certain ex- 
travagant statements made during the heat of the 1952 
presidential campaign, they perhaps raised false hopes of a 
new panacea. 


Since January, therefore, the problem has been not 


merely to put new drive into our campaigns of persuasion, 
•but to gauge their limitations in the total cold war effort,

In this respect, a healthy contribution has been made by 


Edward W. Barrett, former assistant secretary of state in 
the postwar period and seasoned hand with a background 
of many wartime propaganda assignments.

WASHINGTON i* — The key to 


Kfru Taft Benson's future in the 
Eisenhower Cabinet, it is Dflieved 
here, may well be the farm pio- 
gram he piesenls to the next »es- 
aion of Congress in January. 


If Congress like what he has 


to offer his position as secretary of 
agriculture would undoubtedly be 
strengthened. 


7f Congress doesn't like it, it is 


conceivable t h a t Benson may 
choose to resign or that Republican 
congressional l e a d e r s , worried 
about a possible political setback 
at the hands of the farmers in 
next year's selections, may force 
him to step aside. 


On Hot Sent 


Benson is in perhaps the hottesl 


spot of any Cabinet member, po 
litically speaking. He has many 
critics, even within his own party. 


Reports that Benson would le 


sign bobbed up in the nation's 
farm 
commodity 
markets 
this 


week. They were quickly denied 
by th« White House and Benson 
himself, but speculation prrtifted. 


The agriculture post is * tough 


on* because control of the new 
Congress to be elected next fall 
may turn on Benson's ability to 
satisfy the farmers. Thert ar« re- 
ports of considerable uneasiness 
and dissatisfaction in agricultur- 
al areas because of declining farm 
prices. 


Benson was at Augusta, Wis., 


Saturday, making an important 
speech to the crowd at the na- 
tional plowing contest. 


He said he did not become »«>c- 


retaty of Agitculturn "to sit idly 
by wringing my hands and let the 
farmer be squeezed by lowered 
farm prices and high fixed coa^i." 


Not Welcome. 


Judging from views already ex- 


pressed by Benson and the con- 
gressional reaction to it, his rec- 
ommendations to the next Con- 
gress may not receive an enthusi- 
astic welcome on Capitol Hill. 


Benson has made it clear that 


he is opposed to federal faim pro- 
grams which depend laigely upon 
subsidies, production controls and 
high 
level 
price 
supports 
for 
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achieving and maintaining farm 
pi openly. 


Instead, he has M.id. the (tov- 


»inment should u«« education and 
if search to help farmers produce 
more efficiently and cheaply and 
al.io help producem develop new- 
markets for their product*. He has 
maintained that the present pro- 
grams are stripping farmer* of 
markets, building up vail farm 
surpluses and forcing u»e of pro- 
duction controls. 


On th« other hand, a powerful 


group of farm leaders in Congress, 
including some influential Repub- 
licans, favor high price luppoits 
and insist that they are extended 
to products not now covered, as 
well as extended in time beyond 
the 1954-crop year expiration date. 


These conflicting viewpoints are 


expected to clash when congres- 
sional committees start work on 
farm legislation m the next ses- 
sion. 


Surve.Yii To T>wlrt« 


Farm opinion surveys now being 


made by Ben»on and congressional 
leaders may decide which point of 
view will prevail. 


Benipn's plea for greater reli- 


anct on education and research 
h»» not mad* much of an impres- 
sion on congressional farm leaders 
or on farmer*.,; Education and re- 
search. Bensoa's critics say. have! 
teamed up for many j'ears to help 
farmers produce more crops with 
le?* efforts but the problem of sta- 
bilizing farm prices and income 
still remains unsolved. 


A factor that may help Benson is 


public reaction to the piling up of 
farm surpluses at tht taxpayers;, 
expense. 
By the time Congress 


starts debating farm legislation, 
the government's investment in 
such stocks may be st a. record 
level of moie than five billion dot- 
iars. 


However. It appears that concern 


among some non-farm groups over 
a possible farm recession, with its 
unwanted impact on urban work- 
ers, may hold down public oppo- 
sition to proposals to continue high 
mce supports.
